Council Balks at 
Law to Ban Heavy 
Truck Travel Here 

ORDINANCE SOUGHT FOR 
ORANGE GROVE DROPPED 




Following up a request of the 
School Board and the Parent- 
Teacher association, the City 
Council this week authorized 
the installation of stop signs 
at the intersections of: 

Auburn and Highland ave¬ 
nues—four-way stop. 

Park and Mariposa avenues 
—a two-way stop for traffic on 
Park avenue before crossing 
Mariposa. 

This action was taken on the 
recommendation of Chief of Po¬ 
lice G. G. McMillan. 

Also on McMillan’s recom¬ 
mendation, the Council turned 
down a request that stop signs 
bo placed at the intersection of 
Hermosa and Highland aven- 
nues. McMillan pointed out 
that the accident record of this 
intersection, at which Hermosa 
is offset, is "zero.” 

He also said that four cross¬ 
walk signs will be installed. 

Two of them will be placed 
at the intersections of Auburn 
avenue and Sierra Madre boule¬ 
vard and at Sierra Madre and 
Rancho road. The other two 
signs which will be purchased 
are to be used for replacement 
of existing signs. 


In a warm gesture of Christ¬

Arts Guild 
Meets Tonite

The City Council, which wants an ordinance prohibiting heary* 
truck traffic on Orange Grove and Sunnyside avenues, this week 
balked at passing one. 

As a result, the proposed ordinance, which has been sought by 
residents on the streets as well as by the city street department; 

which has to do the repairing, 
was dropped. 

It was dropped for want of 

a second. 

Councilman Herman Barter, 
after the Council wavered from 
one side to another like a little 
boy standing before a loaded 
candy counter with only a pen¬ 
ny in his hand, moved for pass¬ 
age of the ban. 

No other member of the four- 
man Council (Councilman Hen¬ 
ry Nuetzel was absent), would 
second the motion, thus it au¬ 
tomatically failed. 

City Attorney Thomas A. 
Reynolds had an emergency or¬ 
dinance drawn up which would 
have prohibited the use of these 
two streets to through traffic 
of all commercial vehicles. 

Councilman Henry Korsmeier, 
however, said that the ordi¬ 
nance, a 11 h o ugh admittedly 
aimed at stopping heavy trucks 
from using the streets, would 
discriminate against light pick¬ 
up trucks and “passenger cars 
which have been registered as 
commercial so they can be 
parked in Los Angeles restrict¬ 
ed parking zones.” 

Reynolds pointed out that if 
the ordinance were to be adopt¬ 
ed, it would have to either re¬ 
strict all commercial vehicles 
registered as such or restrict 
them by weight. 

It was pointed out that many 
heavy cars weigh more than 
some s m a 11 trucks, although 
they don't rattle as much. Thus, 
no agreement could be reached 
on a weight limit. 

The truck ban had been ask¬ 
ed for principally by Orange 
Grove residents who complain¬ 
ed that their street was becom¬ 
ing a truck thoroughfare. 
Streetman Howard Brod had 
asked that the ordinance cover 
Sunnyside because of the im¬ 
pending influx of heavy build¬ 
ing materials trucks that will 
be hauling to the Monastery 
building project. 

To protect the street, Brod 
said, heavy trucks would have 
to be routed up Lima street. 

Barter pointed out that if the 
ordinance were not passed, the 
city would have to stand heavy 
expense in street repairs. 

“I'd like to see heavy traffic 
eliminated." Korsmeier said, 
"but I wouldn't like to see com¬ 
mercial passenger cars included 
in the ban." 

Councilman William Kinney 
wouldn’t go along when he fig¬ 
ured that station wagons might 
be barred from “travel without 
purpose” on the streets. 

After the proposed ordi¬ 
nance’s defeat by silence, Mrs. 
May deWright, Planning Com¬ 
mission president, asked what 
could be done. Maybe a peti¬ 
tion would do the trick, she 
suggested. 

“It's hard for me to tell you 
what would persuade the Coun¬ 
cil," Reynolds said. 

“You know what happens to 
petitions sometimes," Mayor 
Milton Steinberger quipped. 

“I guess there's nothing to 
do then," Mrs. deWright said. 
And the subject was dropped. 
The Council also: 

1. Heard Mayor Steinberger 
declare that no agreement has 
been reached as yet on the local 
chapter of the Red Cross’ re¬ 
quest that the city put back on 
the payroll a city social worker, 

2. Heard Korsmeier stato 
that the dangers of the Youth

Route of P. E 
Busses to be 
Unchanged 


The police department this 
week had thrown hack at it 
“for further study” the prob¬ 
lem of routing Pacific Electric 
buses through the city streets. 

The transit company made 
formal application to the City 
Council for permission to con¬ 
tinue tile present route: From 
the PE station down Highland 
avenue to the ond-of-line ter¬ 
minal and back to the station 
via Montecito avenue. 

Councilman Herman Barter 
has carried on a one-man cam¬ 
paign against the routing of 
buses down Montecito because 
of traffic congestion there dur¬ 
ing the day. 

PE has opposed any change 
because it would not be able 
to pull into the station if buses 
were routed down Sierra Madre 
boulevard to Mountain Trail 
avenue. 

Chief of Police G. G. McMil- 
lian said that since a confer¬ 
ence with PE officials, bus 
drivers have been "a little more 
careful about pulling out of the 
station into Baldwin Avenue." 

Under the present agreement 
buses are to make a full stop 
before entering the street.

Williams reportedly drove 
directly to Sierra Madre from 
the scene of the shooting, left 
his ear at the garage for re¬ 
pairs, then contacted Norman 
Dumas for advance money on 
work ho had contracted to do 
for Dumas. 

Upon Bird’s immediate report 
of the discovery of the car, the 
s!reot corner filled in a matter 
of seconds with police from the 
departments of the state, the 
county and nearby cities. 

The shooting occurred at a 
Fa -adena tourist camp at 3005 
E. Foothill Blvd. The victim 
was John W. Oswald, 28, a 
resident at the camp. He was 
shot in the groin and is in

Grove and Carter.

CRITICAL CONDITION 

Mrs. Leonard Wammock of 
Simi, Calif., was rushed to the 
Oxnard Hospital in a critical 
condition Saturday evening, 
and it is reported she is still too 
critically ill for a necessary op¬ 
eration. 

Both Mr. and Mrs. Wammock 
are former Sierra Madreans, 
with many friends here. 


Beginning next September all 
students at the California In¬ 
stitute of Technology will pay 
tuition of $600 yearly instead of 
$500 as at present. 

Rising costs of operation are 
the reason. 

The board of trustees said 
that rising costs have exceeded 
income to such an extent that 
serious operating deficits have 
resulted. Costs now amount to 
3 times the pre-war level. 

A study of income factors, ac¬ 
cording to the board, showed 
that student fees paid only 28 
per cent of the costs of the edu¬ 
cational and research program, 
even after all special govern¬ 
ment-supported research proj¬ 
ects were eliminted. 

Institute officials said that an 
effort to raise $5,000,000 in en¬ 
dowments is to be made. 

Under the new rates tuition 
will pay less than one-third, 
providing an additional $120,- 
000 which will be used to In¬ 
crease scholarships, maintain 
faculty salaries and reduce the 
estimated deficit. 

The tuition raise is not out of 
line with that of other private¬ 
ly endowed colleges, the board 
pointed out. 

The board also voted to in¬ 
crease scholarship funds to help 
students unable to meet the ad¬ 
ded fees. Substantial loan funds 
are available which have not 
been fully used lately because chapeau, sporting a replica of the 
of G. I. benefits, officials said.

Franklin, father of the Ameri¬ 
can Postal System. 

Back in those dim, candle-lit 
days nearly 200 years ago the 
hearty colonists were fewer and 
farther between than cities are 
today ,nnd mailmen were rare 
pioneers willing to blaze new 
trails afoot and on horseback 
over the comparatively few 
scattered miles of rugged ter¬ 
rain encompassing the post 
routes.

WIND TUNNEL 

An air speed of more than 5 
times the speed of sound, or 
3960 miles an hour, has been 
achieved in captured German 
wind tunnels, the Navy an¬ 
nounced.

JEWISH RELIEF. 

This year’s campaign in the 
San Gabriel Valley for funds 
for children in D.P. camps car¬ 
ried on by the United Jewish 
Appeal brought in 200% more 
than last year’s drive, according 
to Mrs. Nathan Jacobs, chair¬ 
man for the appeal. 

The total received in the val¬ 
ley was $8,000. The Sierra Ma¬ 
dre, Arcadia and Monrovia area 
accounted for $4,000 of this to¬ 
tal.

To Los Angeles County 

Air pollution control regula¬ 
tions for Sierra Madre and other 
areas of Los Angeles County 
are being copied by-a number 
of large Eastern industrial 
cities which previously had re¬ 
garded coal smoke as their only 
pollution problem, Dr. Louis C.

Farmers offered 
their produce, merchants hawked their wares, jugglers and tumblers 
staged their acts and Punch bashed Judy with his enormous club. 

Although Punch and Judy no longer club each other over the head, 
the spirit of fairs is much the same as it has always been. Farmers exhibit 
their produce and merchants display their wares. Punch and Judy shows 
have become midways offering elaborate entertainment. 

California today is the first agricultural State of the nation. 

California fairs owe their very existence and operations to the State 
revenue derived from horse racing. Cash awards for the housewife’s 
prize-winning glass of jelly and the some 161,000 separate exhibited items 
in agriculture, livestock, domestic arts and handicraft are made from 
racing revenue. It supports 4-PI Clubs and Future Farmers activities. It 
provides the funds to build fairgrounds and permanent improvements. 

There were only nine fairs in the State before racing was legalized, 
whereas there are now seventy-eight. 

A recent survey showed that 99 per cent, of Californians approve 
the fairs. Certainly, then, an overwhelming majority of our citizens must 
approve California racing which supports the fairs.
